AMUAL  REPORT  OP  HIE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1956 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Penis tone  Rural  District  Coxmcil, 

Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  upon  the  Health  Services 
of  the  Penistone  Riural  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1956.  The 
report  follows  upon  similar  lines  to  those  of  recent  previous  years,  and  again 
includes  some  brief  statistical  details  concerning  the  extent  of  the  Local  Health 
Authority's  services  within  the  Rural  District. 

The  Vital  Statistics  tables  indicate  that  the  Birth  Rate  has  increased, 
the  Death  Rate  has  remained  stationary,  and  the  Stillbirth  Rate  has  decreased 
quite  considerably.  In  comparison  with  the  similar  figures  for  England  and  Wales 
and  the  West  Riding  Administrative  County,  the  Birth  Rate  for  Penistone  Rural 
District  compares  very  favourably,  as  does  the  Stillbirth  Rate,  whilst  the  Death 
Rate  is  just  slightly  higher.  V/hen  both  the  Birth  Rate  and  the  Death  Rate  are 
corrected,  after  application  of  the  comparability  factor,  we  get  a  true  rate  in 
each  case  -  Birth  Rate  17.9  anl  Death  Rate  14. 0  Last  year  I  reported  a  very  high 
Stillbirth  Rate,  as  indeed  I  did  for  the  year  1954.  I  am  glad  to  see  this  reduction, 
but  I  hesitate  to  indicate  any  particular  factor  which  might  have  accounted  for 
this.  It  is  possible  that  a  combination  of  factors  enters  into  the  question  of 
Stillbirths,  and  it  would  be  wrong  for  us  to  emphasise  any  one  in  particular. 

The  Infantile  Death  Rate  is  a  much  happier  one  this  year  than  it  was  for 
1955 j  when  I  commented  on  the  fact  that  I  had  no  records  of  it  ever  being  so  high  in 
the  Penistone  Rural  District,  At  25  per  1,000  live  births  the  rate  for  1956  is 
still  too  high.  It  is  all  the  more  unfortunate  when  I  have  to  report  that  two 
of  those  infants  died  as  a  result  of  infections  -  one  Tuberculosis,  and  another 
^'hooping  Cough,  Deaths  from  such  infections  are  eminently  preventable. 

In  considering  the  Vital  Statistics  further,  one  notices  that  once  again 
by  far  the  largest  number  of  deaths  were  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
circulatory  system.  If  one  included  in  this  the  vascular  diseases  in  the  nervous 
system,  there  would  be  in  all  50  deaths  out  of  a  total  of  89.  This  distribution 
of  causes  of  death  is  fairly  common  thoughout  the  Country,  heart  disease  and  diseases 
of  the  circulatory  system  being  generally  about  the  biggest  killers  we  have. 

Maligna-nt  disease  was  responsible  for  the  next  largest  group,  whilst  diseases  of  the 
respiratory  system  were  next  in  the  order. 

In  my  report  last  year  I  commented  on  the  number  of  home  accidents,  and  this 
year  again  we  are  still  not  free  from  deaths  from  accidents  in  the  home.  The 
one  accidental  death  reported  in  this  document  was  an  accident  in  the  home.  Else¬ 
where  in  the  report  I  have  mentioned  some  statistics  about  home  accidents,  and  1 
might  also  mention  at  this  stage  that  there  has  been  a  fair  amount  of  interest  taken 
in  this  subject,  to  the  extent  that  enquiries  have  been  made  regarding  meetings 
of  groups  of  the  public,  probably  in  the  early  Spring,  I  understand  that  these 
meetings  might  be  held  on  a  Parish  basis,  but  whatever  arrangements  are  made  I  shall 
be  very  happy  indeed  to  hear  of  an  increased  interest  in  this  most  important 
problem,  and  I  am  looking  forward  to  giving  what  help  I  can  to  increase  the  interest. 

So  far  as  Infectious  Diseases  are  concerned,  it  would  appear  that 
Scarlet  Fever  has  increased  slightly,  and  with  12  cases  the  incidence  rate  was 
somewhat  higher  than  that  for  the  rest  of  the  Coimtry.  Measles,  with  I35  cases, 
and  Whooping  Cough,  with  34  cases,  both  showed  a  much  larger  incidence  rate  than 
that  for  the  rest  of  the  Country. 

Last  year  I  quoted  verbatim  from  the  preamble  to  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector's  report  prepared  by  Mr.  Pearson.  In  the  preamble  to  this  years' 
report  Mir.  Pearson  states 

"The  past  year  has  been  quite  eventful  through  the  completion  of  two 
new  sewerage  schemes,  Ingbirchworth  and  Hood  Green,  and  the  formation  of  the 
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mobile  team  to  maintain  all  our  sewag:e  disposal  works.  The  Council  have  granted  a 
record  number  of  improvement  grants  to  applicants  for  improving  sub— standard 
properties.  It  is  regrettable  to  mention  that  owing  to  the  increase  in  loan 
charges,  the  Council's  programme  of  building  new  houses  has  suffered. 

During  the  year  the  County  Borough  of  Barnsley  promoted  and  succeeded 
in  a  Parliamentary  Bill  and  in  consequence  the  water  supply  to  the  Parish  of 
Cawthome  is  taken  over  by  them  in  April  1957*  effect  of  this  action  leaves 

the  serious  problem  of  an  inadequate  supply  to  the  Parish  of  High  Hoyland  practically 
insoluble  and  I  fear  that  Ministry  intervention  will  be  required  in  the  near  future," 

We  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  continued  progress  in  this  Department 
and  comment  on  the  happy  relationship  existing  amongst  all  the  staff. 

In  concl\ading  this  short  introduction  to  my  report  I  would  like  once 
more  to  say  "Thank  You"  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for 
their  encouragement  to  me  in  my  work  during  the  year,  and  I  would  also  like  to 
offer  my  grateful  thanks  to  the  Clerk  and  other  officials  of  the  Council  for  their 
continued  co-operation  and  advice  in  the  general  administration,  A  special  woid 
of  praise  I  think,  as  well  as  gratitude,  I  wish  to  offer  to  Mr,  Pearson  for  all 
he  has  done  to  support  me  and  help  me  in  my  duties. 

I  also  wish  to  put  on  record  my  thanks  to  my  colleague  Dr,  J.J.  Smith, 
for  her  continued  help  and  advice  throughout  the  year.

SCARLET  FEVER 


There  were  12  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  during  the  year,  am' 
increase  of  9  over  last  year's  figure,  the  attack  rate  for  the  district 
being  1,63  compared  with  0,74  for  England  and  Wales  and  0.92  for  the  West 
Riding  Administrative  County,  Of  these  cases  8  occurred  during  the  first 
half  of  the  year,  3  in  the  third  quarter  and  1  in  the  last  q'oarter.  The 
age  group  principally  affected  was  the  5  to  10  years  -  9  cases.  The  disease 
was  fairly  wide  spread,  not  being  confined  to  any  particular  part  of  the 
district, 

DIPHTHERLi 


There  was  again  no  case  of  Diphtheria  notified  in  the  district 
during  1956,  The  latest  returns  from  the  Registrar  General  show  that  the 
provisional  figure  of  notifications  of  the  disease  for  England  and  Wales 
received  during  1956  was  63  compared  with  I6I  in  1955* 

It  is  particularly  gratifying  to  note  that  as  a  result  of  my 
appeal  last  year  there  was  a  stepping  up  of  the  immunisation  rate  by  over 
one  third.  During  the  year  under  review  92  children  received  primary 
protection.  Of  these  65  were  under  5  years  of  age  and  2'J  between  5  15 

years.  In  addition  68  children  received  a  reinforcing  dose  of  the  protective 
antigen  on  commencing  School, 

MEASLES 


The  relatively  high  incidence  of  Measles  experienced  in  1955 
continued  during  1956.  There  were  135  cases  in  the  Penis tone  Rural  District, 
all  notified  dxiring  the  third  and  fourth  quarters.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  during  the  first  and  second  quarter  of  the  year  there  was  no  case  of 
Measles,  The  age  group  principally  concerned  was  the  5  to  10  years,  there 
being  83  children  affected.  There  were  only  two  cases  in  respect  of  children 
under  1  year,  and  in  the  age  group  1  to  5  years  there  were  47  notifications. 
Over  10  years  there  were  3  cases.  The  outbreak  seems  to  have  been 
concentrated  in  the  Parishes  of  Thurgoland  and  Silks tone. 

The  attack  rate  for  the  district  was,  as  could  be  expected,  very 
high  at  18,44>  compared  with  3»59  for  England  and  Wales,  and  2,03  for  the 
West  Riding  Administrative  County, 

WHOOPING  COUGH 


There  were  34  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  notified  during  the  year, 
equivalent  to  an  attack  rate  of  4*64  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The 
corresponding  rate  for  the  Country  generally  was  2,07,  aiid  for  the  West 
Riding  Administrative  County  2,64.  The  disease  was  most  prevalent  in  the 
first  quarter  of  the  year  and  tapered  off  towards  the  end  of  the  third 
quarter.  The  largest  number  of  cases  was  in  the  age  group  5  to  10  years. 
There  were  4  cases  concerning  infants  under  1  year,  and  of  the  remainder 
10  were  in  the  age  group  1  to  5  years.  There  was  one  death.  This  rather 
unhappy  statement  would  serve  to  illustrate  the  fact  that  'looping  Cotigh 
is  a  serious  illness  and  whenever  an  attack  is  suspected  the  General 
Practitioner  should  be  called  in  as  soon  es  possible. 

Of  course  there  is  the  scheme  for  immunisation  against  Whooping 
Cough,  and  during  the  year  30  children  received  protective  treatment,  which 
was  an  increase  of  23  on  the  figtire  for  1955*  This  service  is  freely 
available  either  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic  or  at  the  General  Practitioner's 
Surgery,  and  I  do  implore  all  parents  to  take  advantage  of  such  a  service, 

TUBERCULOSIS 

During  the  year  4  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified,  of  which 
1  was  Pulmonary  and  3  Non-Pulmonary,  The  following  table  gives  the  age 
and  sex  distribution  of  these  cases.

Two  cases  were  admitted  into  Sanatorium  and  there  were  two  discharges. 
There  was  one  death. 

I  am  happy  to  report  of  the  continued  good  relations  existing 
between  my  Department  and  that  of  the  Chest  Physician  in  Barnsley. 

The  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor,  whose  work  includes  attendance 
at  the  T.B,  Clinic  and  visiting  Tubercular  households  and  contacts,  was 
called  up  for  Military  Service  d\iring  August,  and  consequently  it  was 
necessary  to  reorganise  the  work.  In  this  emergency  most  of  her  duties  were 
undertaken  by  the  general  Health  Visiting  staff,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that 
there  was  no  disruption  of  the  service. 


B.C .G. 


As  I  mentioned  in  my  1955  report  the  scheme  for  the  vaccination  of 
the  15/14  year  old  children  with  B.C.G,  against  Tuberculosis,  was  commenced. 
Work  has  continued  apace  with  this  scheme,  and  in  1956  a  total  of  158  children 
from  six  schools  in  the  Penistone  area  were  given  a  Mantoiix  Skin  test.  Of 
these,  74  were  found  to  have  negative  results  and,  therefore,  received  an 
injection  of  vaccine.  In  addition  69  children  who  received  the  vaccination 
in  1955  were  retested  and  found  to  have  converted  successfully,  I  give  below 
a  table  which  is  self  explanatory.

MASS  RADIOGRAPHY 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  of  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital 
Board  visited  Penistone  from  the  11th  to  the  20th  June,  1956.  So  that  as 
wide  a  cover  as  possible  could  be  obtained,  arrangements  were  completed 
for  the  Unit  to  be  stationed  temporarily  in  certain  of  the  Works  within  the 
Penistone  area,  e.g,  Hepworth  Iron  Company  Limited  and  Messrs,  David  Browns 
Foundry  Limited,  Follov/ing  these  visits  to  the  Works,  the  Unit  was  established 
at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic  in  Shrevirsbiiry  Road  for  the  remainder  of  the  time. 

It  was  encouraging  to  see  such  a  good  response  on  the  part  of  the  public  to 
the  appeals  for  chest  X-ray  examination,  and  I  was  informed  by  the  Medical 
Director  of  the  Unit,  Dr,  W,J,  Wilson,  that  he  felt  that  the  visit  of  his  Unit 
to  Penistone  was  well  worth  while,  and  was  reasonably  well  attended.  Dr, 

Wilson  also  commented  that  there  was  very  little  serious  disease  discovered 
and  that  of  all  those  X-rayed  only  eight  persons  were  considered  to  have 
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significant  Tuberculous  lesions,  A  point  also  made  by  Dr,  Wilson,  and  with 
which  I  agree,  was  that  he  hopes  to  make  a  return  visit  to  Penistone  before 
long,  but  emphasises  the  need  to  step  up  the  publicity  in  connection  with  the 
visit  so  that  as  many  as  possible  can  be  encouraged  to  have  this  examination 

In  all,  during  that  visit  2,609  people  were  X-rayed,  Some  required 
a  second  examination  and  some  were  called  for  an  interview  with  the  Medical 
Director,  altogether  making  a  total  of  2,058  attendances.  Included  in  this 
number  are  School  children  of  School  leaving  age,  I  always  make  a  point  of 
arranging  for  children  in  this  age  group  in  the  Schools  to  be  X-rayed  whenever 
the  X-ray  unit  is  within  reasonable  reach.  It  is  a  usef\il  complement  to  the 
B,C,G,  scheme  where  we  vaccinate  those  children  who  require  it,  at  the  same 
time  getting  an  X-ray  picture  of  all  children,  and  partic\ilarly  those  who 
reacted  positively  to  the  Mantoux  Test,  Children  were  conveyed  by  bus  from 
all  the  Schools  in  the  Penistone  Urban  and  Rual  districts,  wherever,  of  course, 
there  were  School  leavers.  It  is  not  possible  for  me  to  give  separate 
statistics  for  each  of  the  Penistone  Urban  and  Rural  districts  here,  but  I 
take  it  that  it  would  be  of  interest  to  give  you  these  facts  and  figures  for 
your  information.

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FOOD  POISONING 


There  were  I4  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  notified  during  the  year.  All 
cases  occurred  during  a  concentrated  outbreak  in  a  large  enclosed  establishment 
within  the  district  during  December,  The  General  Practitioner  in  attendance 
at  this  large  establishment  informed  me  on  the  6th  December  that  there  were 
two  cases  of  sixspected  Pood  Poisoning,  one  having  developed  symptoms  about 
10,50  p.m,  the  previous  evening,  I,  along  with  Dr.  Smith  and  Mr,  Pearson 
visited  the  premises  forthwith,  and  we  found  that  in  all  about  I4  students 
and  staff  had  developed  symptoms  indicating  Food  Poisoning  at  intervals  during 
the  night,  a  total  of  approximately  18  being  affected.  The  symptoms  varied 
'  in  severity  but  none  was  seriously  ill. 

We  made  a  thorough  investigation,  but  were  handicapped  because 
there  was  no  specimen  of  food  left  which  might  have  been  forwarded  to  the 
Laboratory  for  examination.  However,  we  were  able  to  send  specimens  from 
the  patients.  We  leamed  that  the  food  eaten  had  been  partially  cooked  the 
previous  evening  and  allowed  to  cool  in  the  pantry.  It  was  reheated  the 
next  day  for  the  meal,  and  it  appeared  to  us  that  in  all  probability  an 
organism  was  present  in  the  meat  which  had  not  been  killed  m  th  the  primary 
cooking,  but  had  grown  more  vigorously  as  a  result  of  the  warmth  and  had 
released  certain  poisons  in  the  substance  of  the  meat.  This  theory  was 
confirmed  as  probably  the  true  explanation  of  the  circumstances  by  the 
Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  following  his  findings  from  the 
specimens  obtained  from  the  patients  and  sent  to  his  Laboratory  for 
examination. 

It  is  wise,  in  such  Institutions,  to  save  a  sample  meal  under 
refrigerated  conditions,  in  case  the  Laboratory  might  require  it  if  Food 
Poisoning  happens  to  intervene  as  a  result  of  the  meal.  Arrangements  are 
now  made  at  this  place  for  that  to  be  done,  and  I  am  glad  to  say  that 
increased  refrigeration  accommodation  has  been  provided,  I  am  so  grateful 
for  this  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  administrators  concerned. 

The  whole  incident  passed  off  quite  satisfactorily  within  a  matter 
of  three  days,  and  there  were  no  unhappy  sequelae, 

POLIOMYELITIS 


Probably  the  unusually  wet  and  cold  Summer  of  1956  might  have 
accounted  for  the  fact  that  the  incidence  of  Poliomyelitis  was  lower  than 
had  been  expected.  This  is  one  theory  that  has  been  advanced,  and  which 
conceivably  might  be  true.  At  all  events  there  was  only  one  case  notified  in 
the  Penis tone  Rural  District  and  that  was  in  March,  which  is  not  the  "usual" 
time  for  Poliomyelitis  to  appear.  The  patient  was  a  little  boy  of  3  years, 
who  was  removed  to  the  Kendray  Hospital,  Barnsley.  The  boy  was  discharged 
from  Hospital  in  May,  having  had  a  slight  degree  of  paralysis  of  the  left 
leg,  I  am  glad  to  report  that  the  boy  is  now  quite  normal  and  requires  no 
fvirther  Hospital  treatment. 

The  attack  rate  for  the  district  for  the  paralytic  type  was  0,13 
per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  against  a  rate  of  0,04  for  England  and  Wales 
and  0.02  for  the  Administrative  County  of  the  West  Riding, 

A  scheme  for  vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  was  inaugurated  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year.  In  view  of  the  limited  quantity  of  vaccine 
available  and  the  short  time  given  for  the  organisation  of  the  first  stage 
of  the  scheme,  it  was  found  that  only  certain  children  could  be  allowed 
to  participate  in  this  venture.  The  age  group  laid  down  was  for  children 
bom  between  1947  and  1954  inclusive.  Forms  of  consent  were  distributed  for 
children  in  the  above  age  group,  and  notices  were  placed  in  the  local 
newspapers  asking  parents  to  apply  for  forms  of  consent  in  respect  of  any 
of  their  children  bom  in  the  years  stated  who  had  not  received  explanatory 
leaflets.  In  response  to  this  request  well  over  3)000  applications  were 
received  from  the  Division  and  the  figures  sent  to  the  Ministry.  In  the 
meantime  record  cards  were  made  out  for  each  child  in  the  various  age  groups 
and  according  to  sex. 
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At  the  beginning  of  ^fe,y  the  Ministry  informed  me  that  those 
children  selected  to  be  vaccinated  were  those  bom  in  November  in  each 
of  the  years  1947  to  1954 >  and  in  March  in  each  of  the  years  1951  to  1954. 

The  reserve  month  was  to  be  August,  1947  to  1954.  A  supply  of  vaccine  was 
received  shortly  thereafter.  The  second  issue  of  Poliomyelitis  Vaccine 
was  made  at  the  beginning  of  June,  A  small  part  was  required  to  complete  the 
second  injections  of  the  children  who  had  already  had  first  injections. 

The  selected  months  for  this  issue  were  August,  1947  to  1954  and  October, 

1951  to  1954 >  the  reserve  month  being  May,  1947  to  1954. 

Unfortunately  I  do  not  have  separate  statistics  for  your  district, 
but  in  the  combined  Penistone  Urban  and  Rural  areas  the  number  of  original 
first  registrations  in  March,  195 6  was  457.  The  number  vaccinated  was  46, 
and  postponed  through  illness,  etc,  7. 


HEALTH  EDUCATION 

One  of  my  duties  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  to  formulate 
schemes  of  Health  Education.  I  and  my  fieldworkers  take  every  opportunity 
to  educate  the  public  in  healthy  living.  By  posters,  leaflets,  and  set 
pieces  of  photographic  material  information  is  given  to  the  public.  In 
Schools  and  Clinics,  Health  Departments  and  Cinemas  that  information  can  be 
seen  and  read  and  Filmstrips  and  other  material  are  available 
from  the  County  Health  Department  at  any  time.  The  lectures  I  have  given 
in  your  district  during  the  past  year  have  not  been  as  well  attended  as  we 
would  have  liked.  One  wonders  if  television  is  not  perhaps  the  future 
medium  for  putting  over  Health  Education  and  no  doubt  this  possibility  is 
already  being  explored. 

As  I  have  stressed  before,  freedom  from  disease  is  not  the  be-all 
and  end-all  of  our  labours  in  the  Health  Department.  Our  aims  go  much 
further.  It  is  the  wish  of  all  Public  Health  Officers  that  people  should 
not  only  be  free  from  disease,  but  should  know  how  to  live  healthily  and 
how  to  get  the  maximum  benefit  out  of  a  healthy  body  and  mind.  An  intensive 
campaign  is  being  launched  next  year  when  propaganda  material  and  lectures 
will  be  concentrated  on  the  theme  "Home  Safety",  Vi/hen  one  considers  that 
there  were  6,651  fatal  home  accidents  in  Great  Britain  during  1955 >  and  in 
the  Administrative  County  of  the  'Test  Riding  24O  people  died  as  the  result 
of  falls,  accidental  poisoning,  burns  and  scalds,  it  will  be  appreciated  that 
this  is  a  problem  of  grave  concern  to  all. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  THE  HEilLTH  SERVICES 

HOSPITALS 


Penistone  is  served  by  General  Hospitals  in  Barnsley  and  in 
Sheffield,  For  Infectious  Diseases  the  Kendray  Hospital  in  Barnsley  and 
the  Lodge  Moor  Hospital,  Sheffield,  are  the  ones  used.  Maternity  cases 
are  dealt  v/ith  at  the  Hallamshire  ?ilatemity  Home,  Chapeltown,  the  St. 
Helen’s  Hospital,  Barnsley  and  sometimes  the  Princess  Royal  Maternity  Home, 
Huddersfield. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES 


All  Laboratory  work  is  carried  out  by  the  two  Public  Health  Service 
Laboratories,  one  at  Wakefield  and  one  at  the  City  General  Hospital,  Sheffield.

There  is  a  Mortuary  in  Penistone,  and  this  serves  the  siorrounding 
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AMBUL/iNCE  SERVICE 


The  district  is  covered  hy  the  service  operated  from  the  Depot 
in  Hoyland.  The  vehicle  situation  has  remained  unchanged  during  the 
year,  there  being  seven  vehicles,  six  of  them  radio  controlled.  The 
vehicle  availability,  however,  is  much  improved.  This  is  due  to  the 
installation  of  a  radio;  transmitter  at  the  Depot.  This  dispenses  with 
the  previous  system  of  communication,  which  7:as  by  land  line  to  Birkenshaw, 
Thus  the  Depot  can  call  on  approximately  15  to  20  vehicles  from  the  sister 
fleets  based  on  Wath  and  lilaltby. 

CLINICS 

Tuberc\;ilosis 

A  subsidiary  Clinic  is  held  at  Weston  House,  High  Street, 

Penis tone,  on  the  first  and  third  Thursdays  in  each  month.  The  main  Clinic 
at  46,  Church  Street,  Barnsley,  is  available  for  more  detailed  examinations, 

Llatemity  and  Child  Welfare 

In  a  Rural  Area  one  of  my  great  concerns  has  been  to  provide 
Clinic  facilities  for  the  small  and  scattered  communities.  To  try  to 
overcome  this  a  Mobile  Clinic  for  South  Yorkshire  has  been  provided.  The 
Clinic  takes  the  form  of  a  Caravan,  towed  about  by  a  Land  Rover,  The 
latter  can  be  detached  and  used  to  transport  those  families  from  the  out¬ 
lying  areas  to  the  Clinic,  and  v/ho  may  have  more  than  the  ordinary 
difficulties  in  reaching  the  centre  where  the  Clinic  is  based,  A  Clinic 
has  been  established  at 

Crow  Edge  -  for  one  session  per  fortnight,  on  Thursday 
mornings 

Thurgoland  -  for  one  session  per  fortnight,  on  Thursday 
afternoons. 

The  Health  Visitor  is  in  attendance,  and  the  Unit  is  well  equipped 
to  provide  Ante-Natal  and  Ch  ild  Welfare  sessions. 

This  service  commenced  on  the  25rd  August,  195^,  and  the 
attendances  for  the  year  have  beens- 

Crow  Edge  -  25  children 

Thurgoland  -  58  Children 

A  Child  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  at  Cawhome  each  Wednesday 
afternoon,  when  the  Health  Visitor  holds  a  weighing  session  and  gives  any 
necessary  advice,  A  Medical  Officer  attends  at  regular  intervals  of 
approximately  one  month,  and  carries  out  vaccinations,  immunisations,  and 
advises  the  Mothers  attending  the  Centre,  At  this  Clinic  during  the  year 
55  children  attended.  School  Medical  Inspections  are  carried  out  on  these 
premises,  so  that  School  routine  is  not  interfered  with. 

The  permanent  Clinic  premises  at  Shrewsbury  Road,  Penis tone, 
are  used  for  Eye  Clinics,  Minor  Ailment  Clinics  and  Occupational  Training 
for  Mental  Defectives.  A  completely  equipped  Dental  Clinic  is  also 
available  on  these  premises,  with  Dental  Officer  and  Receptionist  permanently 
on  duty. 


An  Ante -Natal  Clinic  is  held  at  Shrewsbury  Road,  Penis tone,  on 
Tuesday  afternoons.  This  is  a  General Practitioner^s'  Clinic,  attended  by  one 
of  the  local  Doctors,  The  Midwife,  Miss  J.L.  Bain,  of  Silkstone,  and  Home 
Nurse/Midwife,  Iiliss  K,  Oliver  of  Fenistone  are  also  in  attendance  at  the 
Clinic,  and  are  able  to  arrange  for  their  patients  to  be  seen  by  the  Doctor 
and  to  obtain  help  and  advice,  when  necessary. 

The  Child  Welfarer  Centre  is  held  at  Shrewsbury  Road  on  Monday 
afternoons,  when  Dr.  M.V,  Wilby  and  Health  Visitor  Miss  A.  Haigh  are  present. 
Vaccinations,  Immunisations,  advice  and  weighing  are  offered  to  the  Mothers. 

All  the  facilities  of  the  Shrewsbury  Road  Clinic  are  for  the 
families  from  both  the  Urban  and  Rural  Districts, 
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HEALTH  VISITING 


During  the  past  year  I  regret  to  report  that  there  has  heen 
a  shortage  of  Health  Visiting  staff,  ?.!rs,  Mawson  resigned  on  the  13th 
October,  193^-,  and  ffiss  Haigh  was  off  duty  for  five  months  d\iring  the  year, 
following  an  accident.  Tn  maintain  a  service  in  the  Urban  and  Rural  Areas 
temporary  and  part-time  staff  have  been  employed. 

At  the  present  time  we  have  one  Health  Visitor  and  one  part-time 
Niirse  covering  the  combined  areas  of  Penistone  Rural  and  Penistone  Urban 
District,  as  follows

The  number  of  visits  paid  to  homes  during  the  year  was  4902 

One  of  the  aspects  of  Health  Visiting,  which  is  growing  and  is 
of  great  value  to  the  comm-unity,  is  the  exchange  of  information  between  the 
Hospital  and  the  Health  Visitor  regarding  families  admitted  to,  or  discharged 
from  Hospitals.  On  every  possible  occasion  the  Health  Visitor  discusses 
individvially,  and  in  groups,  all  matters  relating  to  the  health  of  the 
community. 

HOME  NURSING  SERVICE 

A  considerable  strain  was  thrown  on  the  resoiarces  of  the  Home 
Nursing  Service  in  1958,  due  to  the  shortage  of  staff.  Mrs.  Guckion,  at 
Crane  Moor,  is  the  resident  Home  Nurse  for  most  of  the  Penistone  Rural 
District.  The  other  part  of  the  district  is  incorporated  with  Penistone 
Urban,  and  is  served  by  the  two  Home  Nurse/Midwives  from  Penistone,  These 
ladies  left  the  area  at  the  end  of  April,  Mss  Hemphill  resigning,  and  Miss 
Ruane  having  asked  to  be  redeployed  in  the  Stocksbridge  district.  In  order 
that  there  should  be  no  breakdown  in  the  service  it  was  necessary  to  have 
a  re-shuffle  of  staff  in  other  parts  of  the  Division,  necessitating  in  one 
instance  a  re-allocation  of  duties.  The  Home  Nurse  from  Stannington  was 
brought  out  to  cover  Penistone,  and  with  the  help  of  the  Silkstone  Common 
Midwife  they  managed  to  cope  with  the  work,  but  only  for  a  short  time.  As 
the  number  of  cases  mounted  it  could  be  seen  that  this  situation  could  not 
last. 


We  were  constantly  advertising  in  the  medical  and  lay  press  for 
Nurses,  but  no  applications  were  forthcoming.  Eventually  we  were  successful 
in  engaging  the  services  of  a  part-time  Nurse,  Thus  the  situation  was  partially 
alleviated  and,  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  I  am  happy  to  say  that 
Penistone  has  once  again  two  Home  Nurse/Midwives  resident  in  the  district. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  patients  attended  by  these  Home  Nurses  in  this 
district  was  294>  the  n\miber  of  visits  being  7j282,  This  is  a  drop  of  nearly 
1,000  visits  on  the  previous  year,  and  is  accounted  for  by  the  shortage  of 
staff  experienced  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.

MIDWIFERY  SERVICE 


The  Midwife  resident  in  Silkstone  and  the  two  District  Nxirse/ 

Midwives  in  Penistone  are  responsible  for  the  Midwifery  Service  in  the  district. 
The  situation  in  respect  of  this  service  was  more  or  less  affected  on  the 
same  lines  as  the  Home  N\irsing  Service,  but  not  to  such  a  great  extent,  I 
should  like  here  to  pay  tribute  to  Mss  J.L,  Bain,  who  by  her  devotion  to 
duty  prevented  a  breakdown  of  the  Midwifery  Service  in  Penistone.  She  not 
only  helped  out  with  the  Home  Nursing  Service,  but  did,  in  fact,  forgo  her 
days  off  and  annual  leave  for  a  time  in  order  to  prevent  the  sitiiation  getting 
out  of  hand. 

I  must  also  place  on  record  my  sincere  thanks  to  Ms,  E,  Graham, 
the  Midwife  from  New  Mills,  v;ho  during  the  emergency  undertook  several  cases 
on  the  outskirts  of  the  district.  To  my  colleague.  Dr.  Ward,  the  Divisional 
Medical  Officer  for  Division  20,  I  extend  my  thanks  and  acknowledge  his 
co-operation  in  permitting  a  member  of  his  staff  to  help  out  in  my  area. 

During  the  year  the  Midwives  attended  82  confinements  in  the 
Penistone  Rural  District^  'J2  as  Midvdves  and  10  as  Maternity  Nurses,  Of 
the  02  patients  confined,  15  availed  themselves  of  Gas  and  Air  Analgesia.

DOIffiSTIC  HELP  SERVICE 


Diiring  the  year  the  Domestic  Help  Service  provided  help  and 
comfort  in  homes  where  there  was  sickness  and  where  the  General  Practitioner 
or  the  Health  Visitor  was  of  the  opinion  that  a  real  need  existed.  The  types 
of  cases  dealt  with  were  much  the  same  as  in  previous  years,  but  the 
majority  of  help  was  given  to  the  aged  and  infirm  who,  although  not 
necessarily  confined  to  bed,  are  unable  to  carry  out  their  own  domestic 
duties. 


Once  again  these  ladies  have  done  an  excellent  job,  and  no  praise 
is  too  high  for  them.  The  care  and  devotion  they  lavish  on  their  aged 
patients  has  to  be  seen  to  be  believed.  It  is  not  unknown  for  the  Home 
Help  to  return  during  the  evenings  to  see  that  everything  is  comfortable  for 
the  night.  Neither  is  it  unusual  for  a  patient  in  Hospital  to  have  a  visit 
from  the  kindly  Home  Help,  It  is  a  wonderful  experience  to  meet  these 
examples  of  good  neighbourliness,  and  to  find  that  there  is  still  this  desire 
on  the  part  of  so  many  to  help  and  comfort  others  who  are  less  fortvinately 
placed  than  themselves. 
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These  evening  visits  and  Hospital  visits  do  not  come  within  the  terms  of  the 
duties  of  Home  Helps  -  they  do  not  get  paid  for  it,  hut  I  am  sure  they 
receive  very  much  more  in  the  knowledge  that  they  have  been  able  to  bring 
some  joy  to  the  patient,  which  is  sure  to  have  some  bearing  on  his  or  her 
ultimate  recovery.  Once  again  I  want  to  put  on  record  my  grateful  thanks 
to  the  service  those  Home  Helps  give  throughout  the  district, 

A  total  of  3  »022  Domestic  Help  hours  were  provided  in  the 
Penistone  Rural  District  during  1956.  In  all,  11  Domestic  Helps  were 
employed,  attending  the  homes  of  14  cases.  Of  this  total  10  cases  were 
continuing  cases  from  1955 »  the  remainder  being  new  ones.  The  type  of 
cases  where  the  Domestic  Help  Service  was  made  available  are  classified  as

No  new  mains  were  laid  during  the  year.  A  new  storage  tank  of 
100,000  gallons  capacity  was  erected  at  Thurgoland  and  a  second  electric 
pump  was  installed  at  the  Old  Mill,  Thurgoland, 

Quality  of  Water 

Routine  samples  of  water  have  proved  that  the  supplies  in  the 
Council’s  area  have  maintained  a  good  quality.  The  water  is  tested  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Wakefield, 

Quantity  of  Water. 

The  water  supplies  to  the  Parish  of  Stainborough  have  again 
caused  concern  during  the  year.  Application  was  made  to  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  for  permission  to  renev/  the  mains  in  this 
parish.  Consent  has  not  yet  been  given  to  the  application.  Owing  to  the 
intermittent  supply  of  water  to  High  Eoyland  (this  supply  is  in  bulk  from 
the  Lenby  Dale  U.D.C.)  all  future  development  in  respect  of  building  has 
been  held  in  abeyance.  The  supply  to  the  Parish  of  High  Hoyland  gets 
progressively  worse  and  the  solution  to  this  problem  appears  to  be  no  nearer.

Improvements 

During  the  year  two  new  sewage  disposal  schemes  were  completed,  namely 
Ingbirchworth  and  Hood  Green, 

Schemes  have  been  prepared  and  forwarded  to  the  I'jlinistry  for  the 
construction  of  a  new  scheme  at  High  Hoyland,  and  for  the  installation  of  an 
Ejector  Station  at  Clay  Hall,  Cawthorne. 

The  Council  has  given  instructions  for  the  Consiilting  Engineers 
to  prepare  a  scheme  for  the  renewal  of  the  Silks tone  Works  which  is  now 
obsolete  and  over-loaded. 

The  Silkstone  Common  works  are  to  be  modernised  next  year  by  direct 
labour.  The  Thurgoland  works  are  to  be  reconstructed  and  the  Council  have 
instructed  their  Engineers  to  prepare  a  scheme,  which  it  is  hoped  will  be 
commenced  next  year. 
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The  sewer  at  Carlecotes  is  to  be  extended  next  year. 

Iharing  the  year  the  Council  ptirchased  a  7  cwt.  van  and  formed  a  mobile 
sewag:e  team  to  maintain  all  the  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  area.  This 
team  is  working  quite  satisfactorily.  Personal  contact  nas  made  with  the 
representatives  of  the  Yorkshire  Ouse  River  Board  and  our  relationship  with 
them  tegarding  o\ir  disposal  of  effluents  from  our  works  has  been  quite 
cordial

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT«  1949 

All  the  Council's  tips  and  properties  are  periodically  inspected  and  treated. 
Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal  ’.Vorks  have  been  treated  and  no  major  infestations 
were  discovered.  An  invitation  was  offered  to  and  accepted  by  the  Divisional 
Rodent  Officer  to  inspect  all  the  Council's  properties;  the  report  of  his 
inspection  was  very  satisfactory. 

School  Canteens  owned  by  the  County ‘Council  have  been  treated  on  their 
behalf  during  the  year. 

During  the  year,  four  employees  of  the  Council  received  special  instruction 
from  the  Ministry's  Instructor,  These  employees  are  now  qualified  rodent 
operators  for  the  purpose  of  the  abovementioned  Act,
